The Sima CopyMaster (Model SED-CM) will automatically enhance the 
quality of the home video you are duplicating. 

This CopyMaster should be connected between your playback camcorder 
or VCR and the recording VCR as show in Figure 1. Only the video cables 
are to be connected to the CopyMaster. The audio cables should be con- 
nected directly between the playback and recording units. If you arc 
using equipment with Hi-8 or S-VHS capability, connect your S-Video 
cables to the CopyMaster. 

The CopyMaster can also give your home videos an old time look by 
eliminating the color and creating black and white video. Slide the 
switch from color to B/W to achieve this effect

Note on AV Modes: 

All VCR's have at least one AVmode, many have more than one. There 
will be a switch or button on the VCR that will toggle between the 
Tuner Mode and the AV Mode. VCR manufacturers call the AVMode 
different names-External Mode, Auxiliary Mode or Line Input These can 
be abbreviated to EXT., AUX or LI, L2, etc. If in doubt, consult the VCR's 
user manual.
